JAPAN TO U G H Y 
ON FDR'S BAN ON 
EXPT. GASOLINE 


Thinks Move Against 
Japan, Germany 
and Italy 


Tokyo, 
Aug 
I 
(AP) —President 
Roosevelt’s ban on the export of 
aviation gasoline to points outside 
the western hemisphere was inter­ 
preted by the admiralty spokesman 
today as a move against Japan, 
Germ any and 
Italy which might 
lead to ‘'repercussions." 
The spokesman also inferentially 
warned foreign powers against in­ 
terference in the current round-up 
of persons 
apparently m ostly Brit­ 
ons -suspected 
of 
espionage. 
He 
said this was entirely an internal 
affair, and in this connection he 
warned 
newspaper correspondents 
against "illegitimate activities.” 
The American aviation gasoline 
embargo, he said, was "an attempt 
to kill two birds with one stone." 
namely the Rom e-Berlin axis and 
Japan. 
"Under 
whatever 
pretext 
the 
order on aviation gasoline was is­ 
sued," he said, “it undoubtedly is 
designed to exert economic pressure 
on Japan. 
"If 
America

same lines it is bound to cause re­ 
percussions.”

Japan, although formerly 
a good customer for American 
aviation gasoline, has received 
practically none since a "moral 
embargo” was imposed by the 
U S last year for the bombing 
of Chinese civilians.

KATIN’ APPLE PIE IS GOOD 
HAY TO KEEP DOC AWAY 


Blacksburg, Va. IAP)—W hen you 
eat a slab cf th at delectable and 
copular 
American 
lavorite, apple 
pie, you increase your consumption 
rf Vitamin C—the anti-scurvy sub- 
dance which is a good general con­ 
ditioner. 
Experiments at the Virginia Tech 
heme economics departm ent show­ 
ed that apples cooked into pie re­ 
tain more of their Vitamin C eon- 
ent than apples cooked any other 
way: 28 per cent for pie, as com­ 
pared to 22 per cent tor fried ap p les 
md only 18 and 13 per cent, re­ 
ceptively, for apple sauce and bak­ 
'd apples. 
Although cooking by any method 
causes a loss of the greater part of 
lie Vitamin C, Miss Mary J. Sator- ■ 
ills found that, this loss can be low­ 


ered by soaking the fruit in a two 
per cent salt water solution over­ 
night before it is cooked 
Apples contain less Vitamin C 
than many other fruits, but pro­ 
vide a good source when eaten in 
relatively large am ounts. 
Miss S a­ 
tori us found that apples lese a sig­ 
nificant am ount of Vitamin C at 
ordinary cold storage tem perature 
of 40 degrees, but incur little or nu 
loss if stored a t 32 degrees.

IDEA CUTS CRIME 


Pittsburgh, 
(AP)—A 
novel 
vol­ 
unteer probation program adopted 
by Pittsburgh criminal courts has 
succeeded with the help of 805 cit­ 
izens acting as special officers. 
Launched ten m onths ago as an 
experiment, the plan brought such 
favorable results th a t its continu­ 
ance is assured. Court officials ex­ 
pect the idea to spread to other 
parts of the state and nation. 
Help for an undermanned pro­ 
bation office was the idea behind 
the program. Only three field work­ 
ers were available to 
investigate 
more than 11,000 parolees and pro­ 
bationers. 
Ministers, priests, rabbis, police 
officials and persons prom inent and 
active in their communities were 
recruited, each to act as a “big 
brother” to some delinquent youth 
assigned to them by the court for 
supervision 
Eighty-seven of the 805 citizens 
acting as special probation officers 
already have been assigned to cases 
and are actvely engaged in aiding 
first offenders. Only five cases out 
of 127 assigned have been returned 
to the court as failures. 
“Groups, civic organizations, in­ 
dividuals and those actively engaged 
in this program all agree that it is 
one of the most progressive move­ 
ments ever proposed by the court,” 
said H. R. Haines of the regular 
probation office staff who directs 
the work. 
“The program has public support 
and approval. 
It builds up local 
community interest in crime pre­ 
vention, furnishes material aid in 
rehabilitation of delinquent youths, 
develops possible sources for em ­ 
ployment of defendants and super­ 
vision of recreational and educa- , 
tional opportunities for delinquents. 
“This is a new type of probation 
service and the first of its kind in 
the country. It takes the problem 
of the delinquent back to his re­ 
spective community and lets the 
people there handle it where it 
should be handled. 
“Those placed on parole or proba­ 
tion report regularly to volunteers 
but it isn t like reporting to a reg­ 
ular probation officer 
The volun­ 
teers try to find them jobs and have 
them meet nice friends.”

Hartford, Conn., (AP)—If burglars 
are going to enter your house the 
chances are they will do so around 
9 o'clock in the evening, unless you 
live in some west coast community, 
a Hartford insurance company lias 
reported.

North Carolina's Largest 
Na tionalMilitary Cemetery 
Is Located at Salisbury 


O f 
th e 
four 
national 
m ilitary 
cem eteries 
in 
N orth C arolina—a t 
New Bern, R aleigh, Salisbury and 
W ilm ington—the one in Salisbury 
is the largest and perhaps the best 
known. 
T he Salisbury cem etery is situ a t­ 
ed about a half-m ile southeast from 
the center of the city across from 
tile 
S outhern 
railroad 
G overn­ 
m ent records show that the cem e­ 
tery was established In 1865, yet 
m any soldiers who died in th e last 
two m onths of the previous were 
buried 
in 
the 
present 
location, 
which was a corn field beyond the 
fam ous C onfederate prison during 
the W ar Between the States. 
T he rep o rts show an average of 
more than 80 deaths per day in less 
th an 150 days. 
H ie 
property of 
the 
cem etery, 
which now includes six acres of 
land, was purchased originally for 
$650. 
It has an imposing entrance, 
paved 
driveway 
leading 
to 
the 
graves of the soldiers, appropriately 
landscaped greens, and three m ag­ 
nificent m onum ents to enhance its 
beauty. 
The lodge of the superin­ 
tendent is on the left at the e n ­ 
trance to the grounds and at th e 
gatew ay to the office is a large cast 
iron tablet inscribed w ith Lincoln's 
G ettysburg address. 
A stone wall 
m ade from native Rowan county 
granite encloses the cem etery 
15,000 Prisoners 
Tile C onfederate prison was filled 
during th e CivP 
war beyond its 
capacity. 
Some estim ates say th a t j 
there were 14,000 or 15,000 prisoners 
of war in the .stockade The soldiers 
who died from wounds or the ill - 
nesses so prevalent during war were 
buried in trenches, surrounded by 
granite curbing to prevent w ashing. 
In the years since these curbings 
have been replaced by turfed grass 
and white granite m arkers. 
Since 
there is no burial record of the 
prison and no m arkers to identify 
the individual dead, all are classed 
as ‘‘Unknown 
T he governm ent m arker at the 
flagstaff gives the interm ents to ta l­ 
ing 12,115. with 90 known and 12,025 
unknown. 
Pennsylvania and M aine 
have more soldiers buried in this 
cem etery th a n any other states. 
Between 
1871 
and 
1874 
in te r­ 
m ents were made from the garrison 
at C harlotte 
There are also graves 
of fpldiers who died during and 
since 
the 
Spanish-A m erican 
and 
W orld wars. 
To date th e burial 
register of the cem etery lists 12.259 
interm ents. 
At 
varying distances on either 
side of the driveway are seven cast 
iron tablets w ith poetic inscriptioas 


relatives to war. S trangely enough, 
these verses are from the pen of 
one of the C onfederate arm y ’s m ost 
beloved 
.soldiers, 
Abram 
Joseph 
Ryan, a Rom an C atholic priest, who 
was better known as F ath er Ryan. 
Besides hts religious activities, F a ­ 
th er R yan was probably the m ost 
I conspicuous poet of tile Southern 
Confederacy. 
Shortly after his o r­ 
dination for the priesthood he be­ 
cam e chaplain of the C onfederate 
arm y, a past he held until the close 
of the war 
Some of his poetry has­ 
been com pared w ith th a t of Edgar 
Allen Poe as being am ong the best 
of the South. 
Congress appropriated $10,DOO in 
1873 for a m onum ent to be erected 
“to the mem ory of the unknow n 
Union soldiers who died in the C on­ 
federate prison at Salisbury, N. C 
T his m onum ent 
is 
approxim ately 
50 feet high and is m ade of white 
granite. 
On the side of the stone 
facing the trenches and graves is 
cut in large block letters the w ord­ 
ing: 
"In eighteen trenches just south 
of this spot rest the bodies off ll,- 
000 .soldiers of the United S tate 
arm y, 
who 
perished 
during 
the 
years 
1864-1865 
which 
were 
held 
by the C onfederate m ilitary a u ­ 
thorities as prisoners of war in a 
stockade near this place." 


M aine M onum ent 
T he Maine m onum ent, 25 feet in 
height, was erected June 8, 1908 
Tile first base, of V inalhaven g ra n ­ 
ite, has m ortars of highly polished 
black granite from St. George a' 
the four corners. 
The second base, 
m ade from Lincolnville w hite g ra n ­ 
ite. has cut on 
the front, “O ne 
C ountry. One Flag,” 
On the front 
of the die facing north is the lieu 
state seal m ade in shield form of 
bronze. 
On the four sides are the 
following m ottoes; 
N orth—-"Maine’s 
tribute 
to 
her 
soldiers who died while prisoners 
of war at Salisbury. N. C.. 1864- 
1865 ." 
E ast—“N either hunger, th irst nor 
offered 
bribes affected th eir loy­ 
alty.” 
S outh—“To 
live 
in 
h earts

leave behind is not to die.” 
W est—“They 
fought 
for peace: 
for peace they fell; they sleep in 
peace and all is well." 
On the four sides of the first cap 
is the word "M aine “ 
The arm y is 
represented on the front of the cap 
by a stack of guns. 
O n the others 
are representations of the cavalry 
by crossed swords, the navy by a n ­ 
chor and the artillery by crossed 
cannons 
Four large balls of po­ 
lished black granite are placed ai

N om inated by prom inent citizens 
and p atriotic organizations, the bal­ 
lot containing the nam es of the 
P ennsylvanians an d 125 o th er h is­ 
torical figures will be voted on by 
HO m em bers of the College of Elec­ 
tors of tile H all of Fam e th is Fall 
T he Pennsylvanians on th e b al­ 
lot are: 
Louisa May Alcott, born a t G er­ 
m antow n in 1832, was th e au th o r of 
“L ittle W om en,” probably th e m ost 
popular girls' book ever w ritten It 
wa3 translated in .several languages 
and had a phenom enal sale. 
O ther 
popular books by Miss A lcott in ­ 
cluded 
“L ittle 
M en.” 
“An 
Old 
Fashioned G irl." and "Jo ’s Boys.” 
Com m odore Jd h n (Barry, U. S 
naval officer, was born in Ireland in 
1745, b ut settled in P hiladelphia in 
1760 w here he becam e a successful 
tra d e r and shipm aster. 
At the be­ 
ginning of th e R evolution he was 
given com m and of the brig “Lex­ 
ington" and on April 17, 1776. cap ­ 
tured th e English tender “E dw ard,” 
the first B ritish ship to la* taken 
by a com m issioned A m erican ship 
in battle. 
His fu rth er exploits d u r­ 
ing the w ar placed him next to 
Jo h n Paul Jones as the forem ost 
naval hero of hte Revolution. 
Candidate for President 
Jam es G. Blaine, although know n 
In his political career as “Tile M an 
From M aine,” was born a t W est 
Brownsville. W ashington County, in 
1830, 
gradated 
from 
W ashington 
and Jefferson College, and ta u g h t 
at the P ennsylvania In stitu te for 
th e Blind before moving to A ugus­ 
ta to become editor of a new spaper 
A fter a spectacular career in C on­ 
gress he was defeated for the presi­ 
dency by G rover Cleveland in 1884 
As Secretary of S tate under Jam es 
A 
G arfield, B laine fostered closer 
relations w ith South A m erican re ­ 
publics and was instrum ental in o r­ 
ganizing 
the 
first 
Pan 
A m erican 
Congress. 
Stephen Collins Foster, was born 
in 
th e 
Lawrenceville 
section 
of 
P ittsburgh 
in 
1826 
and 
attended 
W ashington and Jefferson College 


delphla in 1863 a fte r escaping a 
prison boat en route to A ustralia 
where he h ad been sentenced for 
organizing a F enian revolt in the 
B ritish arm y. 
He becam e a n a ­ 
turalized citizen, and soon a tta in ­ 
ed national reputation as an a u ­ 
thor and poet. 
He was for a tim e 
editor of the Boston “Pilot." 
Thom as Paine, a native of E ng­ 
land. cam e to Philadelphia in 1774 
w ith letters of introduction from 
B enjam in Franklin, who was th en 
in London. 
His pam phlet “C om ­ 
mon Sense" published In Jan u ary , 
1776, was one of the strongest fac­ 
tors in bringing about the D eclara­ 
tion of Independence, whfle a n ­ 
other, "T he Crisis" had an e x tra ­ 
ordinary effect on th e m orale of the 
R evolutionists during th e dark days 
of the war. 
Betsy Ross, the popular nam e for 
Mrs. 
E lizabeth 
G riscom 
Ross, 
a 
P hiladelphia flag m aker and uphol­ 
sterer, was aw arded the co n tract by 
the C ontinental Congress to m ake 
all the governm ent flags. 
She sug­ 
gested a five pointed sta r and the 
design in w hich they were placed 
H er hom e in P hiladelphia is now a 
public shrine. 
H aym Salom on, a native of Ltssa, 
Poland, fled to America in 1772. He 
was arrested by the B ritish as a 
spy during the R evolutionary W ar.

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Soldier and Conspirator 


By WILLIAM C. STORRICK 
IT is not generally known that one 
* of the Lincoln conspirators fought 
in the battle of Gettysburg on the 
second and third days of July 1863 
and in 
1865 was connected 
with 
the 
conspiracy 
that 
ended 
with 
the greatest tragedy of the Civil 
War, the assassination of President 
Lincoln by J. Wilkes Booth at Ford’s 
Theater in W ashington on the night 
of April 14th, 1865. 
This soldier was Lewis Thornton 
Powell, who was known later by the 
alias, Lewis Payne. He was the son 
of a Baptist preacher, in Alabama, 
who later went to Florida. 
During 
the battle of Gettysburg, he was 
a member of the second Florida 
infantry regiment of Perry’s brigade 
of Anderson’s division of General 
A. P. Hill’s corps of the Army of 
Northern 
Virginia. 
The 
brigade 
included two other regiments, the 
fifth and eighth Florida. 
Owing 
to the absence of Colonel E. A. 
Perry, who had been wounded at 
Chancellorsville, 
the 
brigade 
was 
commanded at Gettysburg by Colonel 
David Lang. 
The position of the 
brigade in line of battle is shown 
by a marker on West Confederate 
avenue at the south end of the 
Spangler Woods. 
Longstreet Assault 
On the afternoon of the second 
day the brigade was engaged during 
Longstreet’s Assault on the Union 
left and got pretty well across the 
field on the right of W ilcox’s brigade 
where they met the First M innesota 
in its famous charge along with 
some other detachm ents against the 
advance of 
Perry’s 
and 
W ilcox’s 
brigades, 
who 
were 
obliged 
to 
withdraw 
after 
sustaining 
heavy 
losses. 
On the afternoon of the third day 
the brigade was again engaged in 
support of the right of Pickett’s d iv i­ 
sion during the charge that culm inat­ 
ed at the Angle with the repulse of 
Pickett and his supports and which 
practically ended the bloodiest three 
days’ battle of the war. 
During this charge Powell, the 
subject of the narrative was wounded 
and captured. He was brought to 
the Union hospital at Pennsylvania 
College, now known as "Old Dorm” 
where he sewn recovered. 
Before the Gettysburg campaign 
Powell had served in the Peninsular 
campaign and later at Antietam in 
1862, and at Chancellorsville in 1863. 
Two of his brothers, who entered 
the army before he enlisted were 
killed 
at 
the 
battle 
of 
Stones' 
River, also known as the battle 
of Murfreesboro in 1862. 
After 
his 
recovery 
from 
his 


wound the Union surgeons at the 
Pennsylvania College hospital made 
a nurse of him, and 
when 
the 
hospital 
was 
transferred 
to 
the 
West Building hospital at Baltimore, 
Powell 
was 
taken 
along. 
As 
he 
preferred being a soldier rather than 
a nurse he escaped in October, 1863; 
going south it was supposed, 
to 
find his old regiment, but for some 
reason he failed to do this. 
For 
some time he served with Harry 
Gilmor, the famous scout and later 
for some time he was with Mosby 
the famous guerrilla leader, who 
gave 
the 
Union 
forces 
in 
the 
Shenandoah 
Valley 
a 
great deal 
of annoyance. 
Decides to Desert 
In 
January, 
1865, 
he 
saw 
the 
hopelessness of the success of the 
southern cause and decided to desert. 
He then rode into the Union lines 
at Alexandria, Virginia, and took the 
oath of allegiance under the alias 
"Payne.” 
It is said he took this 
name from the family that gave him 
shelter in the Shenandoah Valley 
while he was with Mosby. He sold 
his horse and went to Baltimore to 
find Mrs. Margaret Branson who had 
nursed 
him 
at 
Gettysburg 
and 
wTho new had a lodging house in 
Baltimore. 
After staying with her 
for some time, he was obliged to 
flee on account of a quarrel with 
the colored maid about the care of 
his room 
After beating her into 
insensibility 
he 
fled 
in 
order 
to 
escape arrest. 
He 
then 
went to 
W ashington, where he renewed an 
earlier 
acquaintance 
with 
John 
Wilkes Booth, the leader and chief 
actor in the tragedy of President 
Lincoln’s death. 
He first m et Booth 
in 
Richmond, in 
1861, 
when 
he 
came there to enter the Confederate 
army. 
While 
seeing 
the 
other 
attractive places of this, his first 
large city, he visited a theater and 
was entranced by the actor John 
Wilkes Booth, and after the play he 
waited at the stage door hoping to 
get a closer view of the m an who 
had fascinated him while playing 
his part on the stage. 
As Booth 
came out he noticed Powell and 
spoke to him. Tile meeting proved 
to be mutually agreeable.

broken jaw. the result of a fall 
from his carriage. On reaching the 
residence of Seward, Powell pretend­ 
ed he was a messenger sent by Dr. 
Verdi, who was Seward’s physician. 
He told the colored doorman he had 
a package of m edicine with directions 
j to the nurse in charge. He was finally 
allowed to follow the doorman up- 
| stairs, where he met Seward’s son 
Frederick, who told him he could not 
enter the sick room. Instantly Powell 
.struck young Seward with his pistol 
and knocked him senseless through 
the open door of the bedroom. George 
Robinson, a soldier nurse was dis­ 
posed of with a knife slash across 
his forehead, and Emerick Howell, 
another nurse, was cut down. 
On 
reaching Seward's bed. Powell began 
crawling across to reach him and 
cut his throat. The steel framework 
enclosing Seward’s head to hold his 
broken jaw in place prevented Powell 
from inflicting a fatal wound a l­ 
though he was badly cut 
During 
this struggle Seward rolled off the 
bed to the floor. 
In the m eantim e 
the soldier nurse had revived, and 
another son of Seward, Major Au­ 
gustus, grappled with Powell who cut 
the Major down and felled the soldier 
nurse with his fist. He then sprang 
into the hallway and hurried to the 
street a foiled assassin. He wandered 
off into the woods outside of the city 
limits until Monday night when he 
returned to the Surratt house where 
he was arrested by the detectives as 
a suspicious character. He was after­ 
wards identified by Major Augustus 
Seward and the colored doorman as 


the man who made the attack on 
Secretary Seward. 
Booth Shot by Pursuer 
W hile P ow ell'was at the Seward 
house, Atzerodt made his appearance 
at the Kirkwood Hotel where vice­ 
president Johnson had his quarters. 
He got no farther than the bar where 
his courage failed him. 
He said 
afterwards that he was employed to 
abduct and not to kill. He then went 
out of the city to his childhood home 
where he was arrested by the de­ 
tectives and later brought to trial. 
Booth who was successful in carry­ 
ing out his part of the assassination 
plot fled across the Potomac into 
Virginia followed by Herold. 
At the 
Garrett farm Booth was shot by 
Boston Corbett, one of the pursuers. 
Herold surrendered and later was 
brought to trial. 
The trial of the conspirators began 
on May ll , 1865, in the old peniten­ 
tiary building in W ashington, The 
jury consisted of nine military men, 
one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, 


three major generals and four brig­ 
adier generals. 
Joseph Holt, brig­ 
adier general and judge advocate of 
the army presided. 
The trial ended 
on June 30. and on July 5th, Presi­ 
dent Johnson approved the findings 
of the court, and Friday July 7th, 
was fixed for the execution. Generals 
Hancock and Hartranft conducted it. 
Of Hie accused plotters, Powell, 
Herold. Atzerodt and Mrs. Surratt 
were hanged. 
The other four, Ar­ 
nold, O’Laughlin, Spangler and Dr. 
Mudd were sentenced to life im ­ 
prisonment on 
the Dry Tortugas 
Islands, at the government prison 
at Fort Jefferson, a hundred miles 
off the coast or Florida, where they 
were taken on July 17, 1865. 
On 
account of his services among the 
yellow fever patients Dr. Mudd was 
pardoned by President Johnson on 
February 8. 1869, and three weeks 
later the others were freed and all 
returned 
to 
their 
hom es 
except 
O ’Laughlin who had died of yellow 
fever. 
And so ended the greatest 


tragedy of the Civil War. in which 
Powell took an active part.
